Everyone who wishes to see in 
Israel an based on a firm 
foundation, efficient and prosperous, 
an economy capable of meeting the 
challenges of increasing production, 
of ensuring competitive capability 
in world markets, and the rapid 
advencement of industrial sophisti- 
vation in thia technological age, will 
support the encouragement of pri- 
vate enterprise in ail its ramifica- 
tions.

Commission recommends stock issue 
to establish public companies

Phone and mail services should 


be removed from the jurisdiction 


of the Communications Ministry and handled, respectively, by a state 


corporation and a public authority. This is the main majority 


recom- 


mendation of a report submitted to the Cabinet yesterday by a 
commission appointed by Communications Minister Shimon Peres on 


May 14, 197 

The il-member commission was 
headed by Aluf [Res.1 Haim Herzog. 
Its members visited phone ex- 
changes, post offices and postal 
agencies, and held a total of 25 
meetings with Communications Min- 
istry officials. 

Summing up the commission's 
work at a press conference in Jeru- 
salem yesterday, the chairman, Mr. 
Herzog, said both the majority and 
minority reports agreed on the ueed 
of a substantial reorganization in 
the services offered by the Ministry 
of Communications. 

The majority recommended crea- 
tion of a state corporation to take 
over all of the Ministry's engineer- 
ing services and its international 
and domestic communications com- 
plex apart from the mails. Postal 
services should be taken over by 2 
national authority, similar to the 
Ports Authority. 

The minority proposed keeping the 
Ministry intact, with tis personnel 
remaining full-fedged civil service 
employees, But to upgrade the qua- 
lity of service and render it more 
ecanomical, greater authority should 
be vested in the Minister of Com- 
munications, who ts currently ham- 
pered by ‘bureaucratic restrictions. 

Significantly, three of the four 
signing the minority report are Gov- 
ernment officials. They are Arnon 
Gafni, che Treasury's Budget Direc- 
vtor; Mordechai Wertheimer, adviser 
to the Clvll Service Commission, and 
Ya‘acov Salmon, head of the State 
Corporations Authority. The fourth 
is Avigdor Bar-Tel, managing-direc- 
tor of the Hatfa Oil Refineries. 


SELF SUPPORTING 


The majority consisted of Mr. 
‘Herzog; Mordechai Ben-Ari, manag- 
ing director of El Al; Haim Cohen, 
of the Histadrut's Trades Union De- 
partment; Leon Nudelman, a Jaw- 
yer; Avraham Shavit, of the Manu- 
facturers Association; and Profes- 
sors Yehezkel Dror and Eliezer 
Shllfer, of the Hebrew University 
and Technion, respeccvely. 

The majority's reasoning was that 
only a self-supporting state corpo- 
ration could overcome the two mra- 
jor stumbling blocks now hamper- 
ing the telephone and postal ser- 
vices financing and crippling 
bureaucracy. 

“The engineering service needs 
exactly twice as many engineers 
and technicians as they have, but 
cannot get them,” Mr. Herzog said. 
“If we follow the American exam- 
ple and have the service run by ἃ 
public corporation based on econo- 
mic grounds, we will be in a posi- 
tion to compete with other firms 
and vie for this skilled labour force.” 

As for the postal services, Mr. 
Herzog added: “Frustration is rife 
all through the system, despite the 
fact that the overwhelming major- 
ity of the workers are competent 
and devoted. They work under 
severe pressure from a public that 
deroands proper service. But the 
postal workers cannot give ‘this ser- 
vice, mainly because of a burden- 
some bureaucracy." 

As an example of this, Mr. Her- 
zog related that in April 1965 the 
Ministry decided to expand the 


branch post office on Rehov Shamal, 
in Jerusalem: the busy unit, in a 
converted shop, had outgrown its 
original space. A suitable site was 
found nearby, at IL1,700 per square 
metre. The Ministry began negowa- 
tions, and all relevant Government 
agencies — the Treasury, the Gov- 
ermment Assessor dnd other bodies 
— ‘took thelr turn in studying and 
approving the purchase. Months 
passed, and so did years. By March 
1971 the purchase was cleared, but 
by then "πὸ price had risen to 
TL2,400 per square metre. 

SHU eager to acquire the addl- 
tlonal space, the Minlistry pursued 
the matter. But in November 1971 
the Treasury's Budget Division sud- 
denly stepped in and vetoed the 
purchase. 


ALTERNATIVE LOCATION 

An alternative location was found 
In the beginning of 1972 — the 
ground floor of the old Knesset 
‘building, on Rehov King George. 
This would cost IL6,000 per square 
metre, on condition that four addi- 
tional storeys, would be built atop 
the current structure, to house the 
Tourism Ministry. The entire pro- 
ject would cost the Communications 
Miniztry some IL24m., -and all 
Government approvals were ob- 
tained) However, work has been 
stymled by the Jerusalem Munici- 
patity, which is withholding a-build- 
ing permit. 

A similar picture of bureaucratic 
difficulties 8) as appendix

Despite all this, the reporz notes 
that Israel's telephone capacity does 
not lag far behind that of other 
countries. The “phone density rate” 
is now 14.4 Ines and 20 instruments 
per 100 population, a figure simi#lar 
to that of France and Italy; alight- 
ly below that of Britain and Japan; 
‘out much lower than that of Swe- 
den, Switzerland, Canada and the 
US. 
Last year, Israel's phone network 
hamdled an average of 2.2 million 
domestic phone calls daily, of which 
two-thirds were local calls and the 


vest inter-c Pvberiy calls ori- 
ginating. here totalled. 5 miliion-a- 
year. ΣΝ 


But the 15 per cent annual growth 
in telephone applications has led 
to a waiting list of 132,000, and 
mew applications are coming In at 
the rate of 7,500 a month. 

According to Ministry economists, 
the infrastructure needed for each 
additional phone — including cables, 
equipment, conduits, microwave 
equipment, and exchange facilities 
— add up to IL7,500 per new sub- 
scriber. At present, some 460,000 di- 
rect phone Hines are in operation, 


which is close to the system's ma- 
ximum capacity. 

The country’s mail is moved by 
approximately 5,000 workers em- 
ployed in 580 post offices, postal 
agencies and mobile post units. 
During the fiscal year 1971/72, a 
total .of 370 million pieces of mail 
were handled by this system, or 
an average of 120 per resident. The 
report says this volume ts much 
lower than other countries (394 
per resident in the U.S., 356 in the 
Netherlands and 279 in Belgium.) 

With the work load at post office 
windows growing at a rate of eight 
Per cent a year, the commission 
recommends i of window 
service, to cut down the waiting 
time for service. 

Ht is not possible to have any 
Piece of postal matter delivered 
anywhere in the country within 24 
hours of its posting, the commission 
found. This is in contrast to the 
situation in most other developed 
countries, it noted. 

The commission says mail distri- 
bution is hindered mainly by a 
shortage of sorting personnel and 
letter carriers. At least 300 more 
workers are needed for this work, 
but the wage offered under cur- 
rent budgetary restrictions simply 
does not suffice to attract additional 


personnel, 
Two post office services did not 
come in for criticism — the Post 


Office Bank and the Philatelic Ser- 
vice. 
THREE PLANS 

The Commission offers three al- 
ternate plans to tackle the problem 
of the backlog in: telephone orders 
and the slowness of the mails. They 
are as follows: 

e@ Plan “A” — i an an- 
nual growth of 12 per cent in 
applications for phones, approxima- 
tely 380,000 new lines must be ad- 
ded in the next five 'years. This will 
require an average investment of 
TL600m. per year in the next five 
years. In addition, about 3,800 more 
workers would have to be taken on

e Plan ‘B” By investing 
TL800m. a year for the next 
five years, the number of new lines 
installed in that period would came 
to 530,000 and the waiting list could 
be eliminated by 1984. This plan 
would call for an additional 5,500 
workers. 
@ Plan “C”" — This is the most 
revolutionary — and most ex- 
pensive — scheme of all, and would 
do away with the backlog in phone 
applicationa in five years’ time. The 
plan provide for 555,000 new phones 
in the next five yeara at an over- 
all outlay of approximately 
114,300m. The additional manpower 
required for this plan would be 
6,000 workers.

thed used by most countries to raise

SDOM. — The 1518} dredger for 
carnelite, the raw material for po- 
tash, was put into operation at the 
Dead Sea Works yesterday, 186 
metres from the Jordanian border. 

The dredger, 48 metres long and 
weighing three tons, was built en- 
tirely in Israel, at a cost of under 
TL2.5m. — Jess than the original 
estimates, despite rising costs of 
labour and material — according 
to director Avraham Shahar of the 
Dead Sea Works. The machine ope- 
rates electronically, round-the-clock, 
dredging 250 tons of carnelite per 
hour, 

The first dredger was put into 
operation in 1956. It was imported 
from Holland, dredged 30 tons per 
hour, and was able to operate only 
four hours per day. 

Ya'acov Ben-Yehuda, director of 
Israel Chemicals Ltd, said the new 
equipment will bring potash pro- 
duction up to more than one mil- 
lion tons in 1973.74, compared to 
970,000 tons in the past year. It 
will also enable the Works to go 
into the production of other ma- 
terials.

Government starts deficit financing

After keeping its accounts in ba- 
lance during the first quarter of 
the year, the Government started 
deficit financing’ in the second quar-~ 
ter (April-June), which increased 
liquidity and contributed to forc- 
ing up the price index, states a 
report released by the Bank of 
Israel 


Prices climbed in the first five 
months January-May at an anmial 
rate of 25 per cent. Imports ex- 
panded sharply — though exports 


demands rose by 20 per cent in 
January-May. 

The means of payment swelled 
by only 0.8 per cent in January- 
‘March — but by 4.7 per cent in the 
following two months. This has 
raised the monetary expansion to 
over 15 per cent since the Bank 
of Israel's last report on the means 
of payment. This means the bank 
is now obliged to prepare another 
report, analysing the causes of this 
latest spell of monetary inflation.
